the Assembly of 1952 is another milestone passed 

in the publishing interests of the Church of God. 
With its new plant, the Church of God Publishing House 
is regarded one of the finest and most modern publish- 
ing plants in the religious field. 

The new plant provides for the Church adequate space 
and equipment for its immediate editorial program. One 
of the most welcome pieces of equipment is a large two- 
color offset press on which much of our Sunday School 
literature will now be printed. It is sincerely believed 
that the Sunday School literature will now be able to at- 
tain the same eminence enjoyed by the other Church 
publications. 

For many years after the Church first began to pub- 
lish its own Sunday School literature (1910), this work 
was under the supervision of the General Overseer. The 
Assembly of 1934 elected T. S. Payne as its first Editor 
of Sunday School Literature. For some reason, this was 
not a satisfactory arrangement, and the work reverted 
to the General Overseer. In 1944 Frank W. Lemons was 
selected as Editor-in-Chief of Sunday School and Youth 
Literature. Again the plan was abortive, and in 1946 the 
office was abolished. This time the supervision of the 
Sunday School literature was put under the Editor-in- 
Chief. The tremendously heavy responsibilities of this 
office prohibited the necessary time for adequate devel- 
opment of the Sunday School Literature Department. 
Nevertheless, the literature under the General Overseer

and under the Editor-in-Chief did make commendable, 


if inadequate, improvement. 

In April of this year, W. Perdue Stanley, who has re- 
cently received his Bachelor of Divinity degree from 
Emory University, was appointed to head the Sunday 
School Literature Department. He is already doing a 
splendid job. Even though the results of numerous edi- 
torial and production changes that have been made will 
not reach the field until the spring of 1956, we at the 
Publishing House are delighted with the way this de- 
partment is developing. With the new plant and the 
new type press work, we shall be able to have two-color 
Junior and Youth Challenges, Sunny Paths, and Jesus’ 
Little Friends. 

Over a year ago a beginners teachers’ quarterly was 
added. The size of Jesus’ Little Friends and Sunny Paths 
will be greatly enlarged, and other changes are being 
introduced, and now a youth students’ quarterly is being 
effected. New editorial personnel are being added. They 
will be field editors to augment the permanent editorial 
staff. We modestly feel that our Sunday School pupils of 
all ages and departments will be benefited. by the im- 
proved materials now being prepared.—Editor.

VISIT TO THE new Church of God Publishing 
Al House in Cleveland, Tennessee, reveals one of the 

best equipped printing plants in the South. The 
huge concrete and brick structure was built at a cost 
in excess of $750,000, and it provides 42,000 feet of work- 
ing space. Arranged basically on the assembly line idea, 
it accommodates modern printing facilities which give 
birth to millions of religious publications each year. It 
should be very interesting for you to observe the fasci- 
nating process by which the initial manuscript ultimately 
becomes printed matter. 


From the office of the copy editors, where the manu- 
script has been carefully reworked until it is judged 
ready to be set in type, it is sent either to the Teletype 
or Linotype rooms where skilled operators process it. If 
the copy is lengthy enough to warrant it, it is sent to the 
Teletype operators who set it on a tape with a modern 
Teletype machine which very much resembles an ordi- 
nary typewriter. The tape is then fed into an automatic 
Linotype machine which produces the type. If, however, 
the copy is short or of complex variety, it is set manually 
by operators on the conventional Linotypes. 

Compositors, or make-up men, assemble the type into 
the desired layout or format. These men work in a large 
and adequately equipped composing room. Here they 
have all the speciality-type setting instruments, saws, 
proofing apparatuses, etc., they need to produce nearly 
any job required in printing today. 

When the copy is arranged page size, a proof is given 
to the proofreaders, whose modern offices are adjacent 
to the composing room. Here skilled workers compare 
the page proof with the original copy. When the copy 
is proved correct’ and considered ready for printing, the 
compositor is given the “go” signal. Immediately the type 
is locked in a steel frame and made ready for the press 
room. 

The spacious press room contains seven cylinder presses 
which are fully automatic. These presses vary in size 
up to sheet dimensions of 27 by 41 inches and operate 
at a speed of three to four thousand impressions an hour. 
Known as letter presses, this equipmént is capable,

plants in the religious field. The publishing 
interest of the Church of God began in 1910 with the 
publication of the Church of God Evangel. From the 
publication of this paper in a small print shop on Gaut 
Street, the Church of God publications have grown to 
include the following: Besides the Evangel, there is The 
LIGHTED PATHWAY, which began publication in 1929. 
The Evangel is a weekly publication of general Church 
news and sermons; whereas, The LIGHTED PATHWAY 
is a home and youth monthly periodical of features, 
stories, poetry, and other inspirational material. The 
Macedonian Call is a quarterly missionary paper which 
carries news of Church of God mission fields which are 
located in fifty-four foreign countries. The Pilot is a 
quarterly publication of lessons and helps for the Church 
of God Young People’s Endeavor. 

The Sunday School Department of the Church pub- 
lishes the Christian Challenge series, which includes les- 
son helps for adults, young people, intermediates, juniors, 
and primary and beginner children. These lesson helps 
include regular quarterlies and weekly story papers called 
Youth Challenge, Junior Challenge, and Sunny Paths. 

Besides the production of all these papers in the Print- 
ing Department of the Publishing House, they are also 
edited and written right here in Cleveland in the Edi- 
torial Department of the Publishing House.

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+ A Prophet Speaks and Listens to God + ®

Habakkuk 3:2, “O Lord, I have heard thy speech, and 
was afraid: O Lord, revive thy work in the midst of the 
years, in the midst of the years make known; in wrath 
remember mercy.” 


He is said to have prophesied about 605 B.C., and 

to have been alive at the time of the destruction 
of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. It is generally believed 
that he remained and died in Judea. The principal pre- 
dictions contained in this book are the destruction of 
Jerusalem, the captivity of the Jews by the Chaldeans, 
their deliverance from the oppression at the appointed 
time, and the total ruin of the Chaldean Empire. The 
promise of the Messiah is confirmed, the overruling 
providence of God is asserted, and the concluding prayer 
or hymn recounts the wonders which God had wrought 
for His people when He led them from Egypt to Canaan. 
He expresses the most perfect confidence in the fulfill- 
ment of God’s promises. The style of Habakkuk is highly 
poetical, and the prayer in the end is perhaps unrivaled 
for simplicity and power. 

The prophet begins his speech to God by complaining 
that he sees sinful violence on every hand. He sadly 
laments the iniquity of the times, as one sensibly touched 
with grief for the lamentable decay of religion and right- 
eousness. Sin and violence were so great no man could 
call what he had his own. In defiance of the most sacred 
laws, the man that was stronger, the one with power on 
his side, took what he pleased. Everything was carried 
out with a high hand and no man made any scruple of 
doing wrong to his neighbor. The kingdom was broken 
into factions that were continually fighting and devour- 
ing one another. The torrent of violence and strife ran 
so strongly it bid defiance to the restraints of laws and 
administration and justice. If appeals were made to the 
courts of equity, no justice was done upon the criminals. 
The executive power took no care to answer the cry of 
the just, therefore violence had its free course. All of this 
was done in public, right in the open. The prophet com- 
plained that any way he looked all that met his eye 
was wickedness. 

Many times the faith of just men is tried and seeming- 
ly God allows the wicked to prosper in preference to the 
righteous. God may delay punishment for a while, but 
His wrath is sure to come upon the ungodly. God replies 
to Habakkuk revealing His plan of using the Chaldeans 
as an instrument of punishment as judgment upon the 
wicked nation. God assures the prophet that He will not 
always hold His wrath. He will send a public punishment 
which the neighboring nations will take notice of and 


pf isis saa WAS ONE OF the minor prophets. 
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stand amazed at. Israel will be made a spectacle to the 
world. It will be such a judgment as to be thought in- 
credible. The people cannot imagine that God would deal 
so severely with a people in covenant with Him. 

God foretold the raising up of the Chaldeans against 
Israel to be a scourge to them. God described them as a 
bitter and hasty nation; they were cruel and fierce, show- 
ing no mercy upon their enemies. The Chaldeans were 
famed for their gallant troops and swift horses. He said 
their horses were more fierce than the evening wolves. 
The wolves are said to be more ravenous in the evening, 
for they have been kept hungry all day waiting for the 
cover of darkness to light upon their prey. The Lord said 
they would seize everything they could lay their hands 
on. They would possess the dwelling places. They would 
enrich themselves with the spoil right and left. They 
would take the people as prisoners back to Babylon, 
placing them in captivity. 


THE PROSPECT OF THE prevalence of the 
Chaldeans drives Habakkuk to his knees, and he pleads 
to God in behalf of Israel. The prophet reminds God the 
Chaldeans were idol worshipers while the God of Israel 
was the true and living God. He is the fountain of all 
power. God is from everlasting. It is a great comfort to 
the people of God in every age to know that even though 
the present life is full of trials and discouragements, we 
have a hope and sufficient help in a God that is eternal. 
The Chaldeans were a formidable people, but it was God 


in His wise counsel who had ordained them for judgment | 


and correction of Israel. In the history of Israel, we see 
every time the people backslid on God, He would allow 
an enemy nation to overrun them for a time to bring 
them to repentance and dependence upon Him. Habak- 
kuk reminded God of the fact that even though Israel 
had sinned there were many yet in the land who were 
more righteous than the Chaldeans. The prophet asks, 
“How can a Holy God use these wicked heathen to waste 
and destroy people more righteous than they? Are wrong 
and violence to continue forever?” 

The prophet ascends his watchtower to see what God 
would say to him. Habakkuk 2:1, “I will stand upon my 
watch, and set me upon the tower, and will watch to see 
what he will say unto me, and what I shall answer when 
I am reproved.” He stands here to hear the Word of God 
for his on benefit as well as to answer the expectation 
of others. Those who would hear from God must fre- 
quently withdraw themselves from the affairs of the 
world, fix their thoughts on divine things, and continue 
steadfastly in prayer. We must not give way to doubts, 
but wait patiently for a message from God. God gave 
Habakkuk a vision and told him to write the vision so

fortuneteller. Her masters had made much mon- 

ey from her; therefore, they were angry with 
Paul and his co-worker, Silas, and aroused the people 
against them. The ministers were given a cruel beating 
and then thrown into prison. Having received a charge 
to keep them safely, the jailer put them into an inner 
cell and made their feet fast in the stocks. 

Paul and Silas started a prayer meeting. The Bible 
says that they prayed and sang praises unto God at 
midnight. I am sure that the other prisoners were sur- 
prised to hear singing and praying in the jail, but there 
were bigger surprises in store for them. 

That night there was a great earthquake—so great 
that the foundations of the prison were shaken. Im- 
mediately all the doors were opened, and every one’s 
bands were loosed. The keeper of the prison, awaking 
out of his sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew 
out his sword, and was going to commit suicide, supposing 
that the prisoners had escaped. 

It was then that the Apostle cried out, “Do thyself no 
harm: for we are all here.” The jailer came trembling 
to Paul and Silas, fell down before them, and then 
brought them out of their cell. The first sentence he 
spoke was in the form of a question, “What must I do 
to be saved?” It was not the salvation of his body he was 
concerned about; he was anxious about the salvation of 
his soul. 

This man was sincere in asking the question, “What 
must I do to be saved?” Would it not be a wonderful 
thing if more people today would sincerely inquire about 

the welfare of their soul?

who does not sincerely desire it. On the other hand, 
when a person gets in earnest about his spiritual status, 
he is getting in a good frame of mind to receive an ex- 
perience from God.

He was willing 
to do anything. “What must I do?” he asked. When 
people get to the place that they are humble enough 
and willing enough to do what “thus saith the Lord,” 
they can expect to receive a blessing from Him. 

When Paul heard this question, he may have been re- 
minded of that day on the Damascus Road when he 
said, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” When anyone 
wants an experience from God, he must be willing to 
say from the depths of his heart, “Lord, I’ll do anything 
you want me to do.” 


The jailer could not have asked a more appropriate 
question. Actually, he had just about taken his own life, 
and, he was, therefore, aware of the fact that he had

This experience made 

e uestion § a. vivid impression on his 

mind. He knew of nothing more pressing to take care 

of than his soul’s salvation. Sinner, there is nothing 

more appropriate for you to settle than that matter 
about your eternal home. 

There was an old Rabbi who used to preach to his 
disciples, “Repent the day before you die.” And when 
they said to him, “Rabbi, we do not know what day we 
are going to die,” he said, “Then repent today.” And so 
I say to you, “Make arrangements for the end before it 
comes, and since you do not know when it may come, 
make arrangements for it NOW.” 

The jailer asked a very sensible question. “The fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom,” Psalm 111:10a 
Some feel that it is only the weak, the timid, and the 
unlearned who are anxious about their soul. In reality, 
it is definitely a sign of courage, strength, and wisdom 
to be concerned about one’s relationship with God. 

Daniel Webster was once asked what was the most 
solemn thought he had ever entertained. In reply he 
said, “My personal responsibility to God.” It makes good 
sense to be interested in the Bible, in the Church, and 
in Christ. 

“What must I do to be saved?” That question was 
well directed. It was directed to two preachers of right- 
eousness. In all probability the jailer had seen Paul and 
Silas in town before they were cast into prison. He knew

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PETER’S INDICTMENT AGAINST . . . 
- ANTINOMIANISM —

Antinomianism was taught long before the theory was 
so named, and it was condemned by Jesus and His apos- 
tles. 


Luther to describe the opinion of Johann Agri- 

cola. The antinomian controversy of this time in 
which Luther took a very active part terminated in 1540 
in a reaction by Agricola. Views more extreme than his 
were afterward advocated by some of the English Sec- 
taries.” 

First, let’s turn to 2 Peter 2. “The subject treated in 
this chapter is the mischievous influence of corrupting 
doctrine. False doctrine is constantly treated in the New 
Testament in view of the immoral associations which 
always attended it, as with the idolatries of older days. 
True doctrine works for righteousness; false doctrine 
works for license.” 

Peter, in this connection, condemns the theory that a 
Christian’s body can and does sin independent of his soul. 

2 Peter 2:1, “False teachers”—the Judaizing teachers; 
the gnostic teachers. These taught that a Christian could 
commit overt acts of immorality and not backslide the 
soul. This is deception dyed in the wool. They privily or 
craftily bring in damnable heresies. Because of the guile- 
fulness of these false teachers, we should warn the peo- 
ple. “Damnable heresies”—R.V. “destructive.” The word 
“heresy” means choice of a party, and was used in later 
Greek for a philosophic sect or school. 

Verse 2, “Pernicious ways’—their doctrine was destruc- 
tive in character. When one was converted to antinomi- 
anism, the peace of his soul was destroyed. The con- 
nection between false doctrine and immorality is fully 
recognized by Peter. 

Verse 3, “Through covetousness”—this shows that their 
main purpose was to make merchandise of them. Their 
principle profession was to get gain. “Feigned words”— 
meaning that these false teachers used manufactured 
words when they taught the people that their bodies 
could sin and not backslide their souls. Because of this 
false theory, “their damnation slumbereth not.” “For if 
God spared not the angels that sinned,” certainly He did 
not spare those who taught the SIN IN THE FLESH IN- 
DEPENDENT OF THE SOUL THEORY. 

Verse 7, “Just Lot”—this refers to Lot’s morals. He cer- 
tainly could not have indulged in the sins of Sodom with- 
out soiling his soul. 

Verse 12, “Brute beast”—R.V., as creatures without 
reason. They were the most unreasonable teachers on 


4 NTINOMIANISM—“THE term was first used by 
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earth, because they taught that the body of a Christian 
could sin and not backslide the soul. 

Verse 13, “Spots they are and blemishes, sporting them- 
selves with their own deceivings while they feast with 
you.” These false teachers boasted that they were the 
favorites of heaven. They boasted that they could sin 
in the flesh and still have the favor of God. 

Verse 14, “Having eyes full of adultery, and that can- 
not cease from sin.” They even taught that Christians 
could commit adultery and not fall from grace. “A heart 
they have exercised with covetous practises; cursed chil- 
dren.” This is proof that the acts of the body are 
prompted by the heart. The body never sins as an agent. 
“Cursed children” who think that the body of a Christian 
can sin and not stain the soul. 


ALL WHO TEACH that the body can sin in- 
dependent of the soul, “have forsaken the right way, and 
are gone astray, following the way of Balaam the son 
of Bosor, who loved the wages of unrighteousness; but 
was rebuked for his iniquity: the dumb ass speaking 
with man’s voice forbade the madness of the prophet.” 
Madness means that they were senselessly devoted to 
THE SIN IN THE FLESH INDEPENDENT OF THE SOUL 
THEORY. Balaam was rebuked for his iniquity; so is 
every other man who teaches THE SIN IN THE FLESH 
INDEPENDENT OF THE SOUL THEORY. These false 
teachers are compared to “wells without water, clouds 
that are carried with a temptest; to whom the mist of 
darkness is reserved for ever.” 

It is shown in verse 19 that these libertines “while they 
promise them liberty, they themselves are the servants 
of corruption.” These servants of corruption taught that 
they could have liberty or freedom from sin in their souls, 
and at the same time go on sinning in the flesh. Hell 
burst loose when these agents of Satan began to peddle 
out the theory that a Christian’s body could sin inde- 
pendent of his soul. These mischief-making gnostic 
teachers landed in hell, world without end! Their las- 
civious doings show that they were ripe for destruction. 
“For of whom a:man is overcome, of the same is he 
brought in bondage.” The most pitiful bond slave in the 
world is a man that thinks that he can sin in the flesh 
independent of his soul—sin in his body and not soil his 
soul. 

These mischief-making Balaamites were bent on doing 
what our Lord said could never be done—the “serving of 
two masters.” The three last verses in this chapter show 
that -when a Christian undertakes to sin in the flesh

UTUMN, ONE OF THE most beautiful seasons of 
ao . the year, is here.

brown. The air brings the fragrant scent of red and 
yellow delicious apples ripening in the orchards. Clusters 
of purple grapes hang in the vineyard. 

With autumn comes the happy shouts of children on 
their way to school again, and many an anxious mother 
is busy looking over the family wardrobe to see if they 
are properly outfitted for the cold weather that’s soon 
to come.

Without it, we are naked and poor and blind. 

How happy we are to see our children, dressed in their 
best, skipping merrily down the street. But there is no 
joy to compare with seeing our families in the garments 
of salvation, fully clothed and ably equipped to walk 
down the road of life. 

Perhaps you are saying, “That is an individual affair, 
my children must accept Christ for themselves.” Yes, 
you are right; they must decide for themselves, but as 
mothers we have a tremendous responsibility as well as a 
glorious privilege to teach them of Christ. To walk each 
day before them so when that all-imvortant moment 
comes, they will accept mother’s God and be clothed with 
the garment of salvation.

Ba to publish it to generations to come. He was told to 
write plainly so the people may have a view of it upon 
the tables. The vision was for an appointed time. Even 
though some might scorn the words because they were 
not speedily executed, God would bring them to pass in 
His own time. 

God said in Habakkuk 2:4, “Behold, his soul which is 
lifted up is not upright in him: but the just shall live by 
his faith.” Pride has caused the downfall of many peo- 
ple. Some people have become so high in their own eyes 
that God can no longer bless them. We must be emptied 
of self before we can be filled with the Spirit of God. 
Proverbs 16:18, “Pride goeth before destruction, and a 
haughty spirit before a fall.” Pride was the devil’s sin, 
and it has been one of his tools ever since he fell. The 
devil causes people to be lifted up in their own heart be- 
fore he traps them in sin. John Bunyan had a great 
dread of spiritual pride. Once, after he had preached a 
very fine sermon and his friends were shaking his hand, 
complimenting him on his eloquence, he said, “The devil 
told me that before I came down out of the pulpit!” 
Let us beware of the awful sin of pride. But for pride, 
the Pharisees would have received Jesus as the disciples 
did. If Herod had not been proud, he would have wor- 
shiped Christ with the wise men. By pride, Haman was 
hanged on his own gallows. Through pride, Nebuchad- 
nezzar was thrust out of his palace to live like an ani- 
mal. Let us be careful not to exalt ourselves, for poverty 
of spirit is what God is looking for. One of the best steps 
toward heaven is humility. 


A GREAT DOCTRINE OF the Christian 
church is justification by faith. Eternal life is received 
by faith in God. A man begins to live a life of full ac- 
quittal from condemnation as soon as he accepts pardon 
by faith in the Lord. Faith overcomes the trials of life. 
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The absence of faith will cause men to draw back into 
perdition, but faith will enable him to bear up under 
temporary triumps of the devil, protecting him from all 
hazards in every condition of life. Faith is an act of 
obedience, and it is a sad thing when it is lacking in a 
person’s life. 

Habakkuk, content with the new light received from 
God, utters a series of woes upon the Chaldean Mon- 
archy. These could be used against all sinners of like 
nature. The first woe was to the dishonest. This applies 
to the unscrupulous master, the dishonest servant, the 
miser, or any other person who claims something not 
his own. Those who are guilty of this sin are overloading 
their ship, they will sink into destruction. To the covetous 
the prophet says, “Thou hast sinned against thy own 
soul.” It is common for men to pretend they are aiming 
at security, but he who wrongs his neighbor to gain for 
himself is wronging his own soul. Every foundation that 
is built by iniquity will be followed by a woe from God. 

The prophet declares the arm of the Lord shall be 
turned upon that person guilty of giving his neighbor 
drink, in order to look upon his shame. This attempt to 
drug a person to take advantage of him is practiced in 
our day. Drink has broken homes, caused death and 
suffering untold in all ages. Whoever is deceived by this 
is unwise. It will cheat a person out of eternal life in the 
end. Many a social drink has caused a man’s downfall. 
Better shun the devil’s bait before you are caught in his 
net! 

The promoters of idolatry are condemned. This was a 
sin the Chaldeans were notoriously guilty of. They 
dressed their idols in attractiveness to court the admira- 
tion of the people. They went to great expense to beauti- 
fy and adorn them, then worshiped these gods of wood 
and stone in preference to the living God. We pity the 
poor, blinded heathen, bowing down to the workman- 
ship of his own hands and worshiping the devices of his 
own heart. Idolatry in any form is to be shunned at all 
times. Whatever takes the place of God in our lives is an 
idol in God’s sight. 

Finally, Habakkuk utters a sublime prayer or hymn, 
speaking of the majesty and glory of Jehovah, declaring 
his unwavering trust in the divine plans. He had found 
God ready to answer his complaints before, so now he 
repeats his requests to God. He earnestly prays for God 
to relieve His people in their affliction. He begs God to 
hasten their deliverance and comfort them. He calls to 
mind the glorious appearances of God to Israel when He 
brought them up out of Egyptian bondage and led them 
into Canaan. Just as God had delivered them at that 
trying time, He is able to do so now. The prophet looked 
back upon the experiences of Israel and said, “Thou 
wentest forth for the salvation of thy people.” Israel of 
old was chosen of God, so is the Christian today. God 
has His eyes upon the salvation of His people, and He 
will deliver them in times of trouble. 

One man describes the Christian life thus: “We are in 
the world as a ship tossed up and down in danger of be- 
ing cast away. Our souls are the vessels. The comforts, 
grace, and happiness of our souls are the cargo with 
which these vessels are loaded. Heaven is the harbor to 
which we sail. The temptations and trials are the winds 
and waves that threaten our shipwreck. We are in con- 
tinual danger, so we need an anchor to keep us sure and 
steady. Our gospel hope is our anchor. It is sure and 
steadfast, not fastening on the sands, but it enters within 
the veil and fastens upon Christ. Christ is the anchor 
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hold of the believer’s hope.” 

Habakkuk ends his words by saying, “. . . I will joy in 
the God of my salvation. The Lord God is my strength, 
and he will make my feet like hinds’ feet.” He is saying 
that although the Chaldeans invade the land, burn up 
the vineyards and oliveyards, hinder the harvest, steal 
the flocks, and rob him of every possession, yet he would 
rejoice in the Lord! The joy of the Christian is not a 
superficial mirth dependent upon earthly things, but his 
joy is in an eternal God. It is not a grasping after the 
perishable things of this world, but a laying hold of 
spiritual certainties. The joy of the Christian is his 
strength. Have you found that joy? If not, do like the 
prophet, talk to God then listen to His words of au- 
thority. The obedient life is the joyful one.

anything from a one-color letterhead to a multicolor 
book. 

Recently, a very valuable addition has been made to 
the printing facilities. A new two-color, 22 by 34 inch 
offset press has been installed. This press operates at a 
speed of 8,000 impressions an hour and prints both colors 
in one operation. The necessary camera and plate-making 
equipment to facilitate this particular printing process 
has also been installed. 

When the manuscript has been printed, it is taken to 
the bindery room. Here are several automatic folders, 
stitchers, and trimming machines. It would be necessary 
for one to see this machinery in operation in order to 
get a true picture of its vastness and precision. In a 
second room, new and modern machinery has been in- 
stalled to bind clothbound books. This equipment is suf- 
ficient for any job, large or small. 

At last the initial manuscript, now a beautiful, superbly 
printed magazine, is ready to be mailed. In the mailing 
department, the assembly line idea persists. Here auto- 
matic stenciling machines provide the addressed forms 
required for regular subscribers. Additional orders come 
from the business offices, and both are subsequently 
processed. Eventually, the merchandise has been counted, 
wrapped, weighed, stamped, and placed in the mailing 
bag.—Cleveland Daily Banner, September 28, 1954.

that they were godly men, men who had a genuine ex- 
perience with God. 

When you become concerned about salvation, or any 
blessing from the Lord, and want advice, talk with some- 
body who really knows God. Jesus said, “If the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the ditch,” Matthew 
15:14b. 

Before leaving the discussion of the “question,” I should 
like to emphasize its importance. There is nothing more 
important than the condition of your soul. Jesus said, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness,” Matthew 6:33a. 

An old farmer was pressing a dying pillow in a western 
city. The doctor said to him, “You’re facing death; better 
send for the minister.” The minister and others gathered 
around the aged man’s deathbed. They tried to pray 
and could not. They started to sing and broke down. They 
spent a day and a night with him and started upon the 
second day when just as the day was breaking, the old 
man started to rise from his pillow and fell back upon it. 
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His son put his strong arms under his shoulders and 
raised him a little bit so he could get his breath. Then 
the farmer said, “Son, it’s getting dark.” When they tried 
to make him realize that it was all the time getting 
lighter, he sank back upon his pillow with this awful 
message, “It’s all a failure.” 

That man was one of the richest men in the state. He 
had an enormous bank account, and had friends by the 
scores, but he had turned to other things and away from 
Christ. 

There is nothing more needful, nothing more impor- 
tant to ask than, “What must I do to be saved?” Are 
you ready to ask that question from your heart? Are you 
willing to listen to the answer that God gave through His 
servant Paul? 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” There’s the answer, straight from the lips of the 


great apostle Paul. 
Sd J directed to idols for his salva- 
é wer tion. “They have no knowl- 
edge that set up the wood of their graven image, and 
pray unto a god that cannot save,” Isaiah 45:20b. Nor 
was the jailer told that his salvation would come through 
silver and gold, for no man is redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, but with the precious blood 
of Christ. “Neither is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved,” Acts 4:12. 

Paul and Silas were not stumped by the question the 
jailer asked, nor did they reply to it in the fashion in 
which many men would have answered it. If a person 
were to go to some of our modern wise men and teachers, 
they would say, “Saved? My good fellow, there is nothing 
to be saved from. Get rid of delusions, and clear your 
mind of superstition.” Or they would say, “Saved? 
Well, if you have done wrong, do the best you can in 
time to come.” Others would say, “Don’t trouble yourself 
about such whims. A short life and a merry one; make 
the best of it.” 

On the contrary, Paul gave a straightforward reply. 
It was short and clear. Its brevity and plainness are the 
glory of the gospel. It brings into one short sentence the 
way of salvation for all men. 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ.” Sinner friend, ac- 
cept Him as your Lord, the ruler of your life. Accept 
Him as Jesus, the Saviour of your soul. Accept Him as 
Christ, the interceder to God in your behalf. 

“Believe ... and thou shalt be saved.” There are no 
“if’s,” or “and’s,” or “maybe’s.” “Thou shalt be saved.” 

Thank God for the great gift of salvation through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Through Him we are cleansed 
from sin and kept from sin. Because of Him we have 
deliverance of our soul from sin and hope of deliverance 
for our body. In Christ our salvation is complete.

independent of his soul, he makes a hog of himself, and 
acts like a dog that has turned to his own vomit. 

“The great sin of pagan self-willedness was sensuality. 
The great peril of the early Christian Church—under the 
influence of self-willed teachers—was sensuality. Chris- 
tianity works ever towards the righteousness of moral 
self-restraint. That is not Christianity which, in any 
sense or degree whatever, gives license or incitement to 


The anxious jailer was not 
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moral evil. The judgments of God must come on all pro- 
fessing Christians who fail to “keep the vessels of their 
bodies in sanctification and honor.” 

The law that increases divine judgments—privilege en- 
joyed deepens responsibility. When privilege is abused, 
when men know and do not, when men who have come 
out of their sinful life go back to it, then it is as though 
the stone on which they might have fallen fell on them. 
The weight of woe heaps up for those who were once 
“fair for the celestial city,” but turned back to willfulness 
and sin. 


BILLY GRAHAM SAYS: “We have been 
guilty of accepting the doctrines of antinomianism, 
which has allowed us to believe we can be Christians and 
go on and live any kind of a life we want to. We can 
gossip, we can backbite, we can hate, we can criticize, 
we can do all of those things and still sing on Sundays, 
‘I Surrender All.’” 

Antinomianism, in some form and to some extent, 
has crept into almost every denomination on earth. Anti- 
nomianism is the devil’s broadest and slickest plank over 
which he is sliding souls into hell. Antinomianism crept 
into the church in Pergamos. Says Jesus by the mouth of 
John, “But I have a few things against thee, because 
thou hast there them that hold the doctrine of Balaam, 
who taught Balac to cast a stumblingblock before the 
children of Israel, to eat things sacrificed unto idols, 
and to commit fornication,” Revelation 2:14. Upon those 
children of Israel who adhered to the doctrine of Balaam, 
God sent a great plague. “And those that died in the 
plague were twenty and four thousand,” Numbers 25:9. 

We need heroes like Phinehas, who will take a bold 
stand against the doctrine of Balaam. (ANTINOMIANISM 
Numbers 25:11.) See how God blessed Phinehas—“Where- 
fore say, Behold, I give unto him my covenant or peace: 
and he shall have it, and his seed after him, even the 
covenant of an everlasting priesthood; because he was 
zealous for his God, and made an atonement for the 
children of Israel,” Numbers 25:12, 13. “They joined 
themselves also unto Baalpeor, and ate the sacrifices of 
the dead. Thus they provoked him to anger with their 
inventions: and the plague brake in upon them. Then 
stood up Phinehas, and executed judgment: and so the 
plague was stayed. And that was counted unto him for 
righteousness unto all generations for evermore,” Psalm 
106: 28-30. 

If we will take a bold stand against false doctrine like 
Phinehas did, it will be counted unto us for righteous- 
ness unto all generations. Phinehas, “He is memorable 
for having, while quite a youth, by his zeal and energy at 
the critical moment of the licentious idolatry of Shittim, 
appeased the divine wrath, and put a stop to the plague 
which was destroying the nation.” “After Eleazar’s death, 
he became high priest—the third of the series.”

WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) The 
House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee says the Communist Party has 
switched college-educated organizers 
from white to blue-collar jobs in its 
drive to “colonize” the Nation’s basic 
industries. A prime Communist target 
is the automobile industry, the com- 
mittee said in a report. It said nearly 
100 Communist intellectuals had been 
sent to work on Michigan auto as- 
sembly lines. 


NEW YORK GRIPPED BY 
TEEN-AGE CRIME 

NEW YORK (EP) New York con- 
tinues to battle with a teen-age crime 
wave that has grown to staggering 
proportions in recent months. 

Boys as young as sixteen are ar- 
rested for murders they committed 
“just for the thrill of it.” No less than 
300 young criminals were jailed over 
a single week end, which is only a 
small percentage of those active in 
gang “operations.” Charges filed 
against them included forgery, purse 
snatching, assault, carrying weapons, 
degeneracy, prostitution, and num- 
erous other law violations. “Young 
Sinners” and “Imperial Hoods” are 
typical of the names used by the 
youth gangs. 

Officials state that police action 
alone isn’t the answer to this grave 
problem which threatens the safety 
of America’s largest metropolis. 


CH™RCH STATISTICS REVEALED 
NEW YORK (EP) Final 1953 statis- 
tics of American churches, released 
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recently by Benson Y. Landis, editor 
of the Yearbook of American Church- 
es. included the following: 

Church membership climbed two 
and one-half million to reach 94,842,- 
845, or 59.5 per cent of the population. 
The 2.8 per cent gain compared with 
a United States population gain of 1.7 
per cent. 

Protestants made up 35.1 per cent 
of the population and Catholics 19.8 
per cent. 

Catholics gained 4 per cent and 
Protestants 3 per cent. Protestants 
now number 55,837,325; Roman Cath- 
olics, 31,476,261; Jews, 5,000,000; Budd- 
hists, 63,000. 

Although the report includes 255 re- 
ligious bodies, 98.2 per cent of all 
church members are concentrated in 
seventy-seven groups. There are now 
eighteen bodies with more than one 
million members. 

About 85 per cent of Protestants are 
within nine general denominational 
families. Baptists are first with 17,- 
990,613, divided among twenty-five 
bodies. Methodists are second with 11,- 
641,891, divided among twenty-one 
denominations. 

Sunday School enrollment reached 
35,389,466, a gain of 8.1 per cent. The 
number of clergymen increased to 
207,618. 

Places of worship valued at $474,- 
000,000 were built in 1953, compared 
with $59,000,000 in 1940. 

Average per-member contribution 
in Protestant and Orthodox churches 
was $41.94 for a total of $1,400,000,000, 
a gain of 8.9 per cent. Catholic-giving 
pushed the total beyond $2,000,000,000. 


CANCER ™NCREASE LINKED 
TO LIOVTOR 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) An ap- 
varent relation between drinking and 
liver cancer was reported today by 
Dr. Hugh A. Edmondson, ef Los An- 
geles. Edmondson presented his find- 
ings before the International Congress 
of Clinical Pathology here. The con- 
gress said he found “Strong indica- 
tions that liver cancer in the United 
States has been on the increase since 
repeal of prohibition and may indi- 
rectly be attributed to a condition 


closely associated with the consump- 


tion of alcohol.”
